Paul Scott Mowrer, the Paris cor- 
respondent of the Chicago Daily 
News, exposes the British claims in 
regard to their part in the war and 
in the following article riddles their 
claims in regard to saving the 
French, etc. He says: 

I sincerely believe that If neither 
the Belgian nor the British armies 
had taken the field the results 
would have been about the same. 
It Is possible that at the very be- 
ginning, while France was still half 
paralysed with surprise, the Belgian 
defense of Liege and the conduct of 
the British at Mons did roally seri- 
ously retard the Germans' march. 
But I doubt It. Since then, in any 
case, the part played by the Belgians 
and British, while certainly brave, 
has been of ever dwindling Im- 
portance. On a front nearly six hun- 
dred miles long the Belgians today 
occupy seventeen and one-half miles, 
the British thirty-one and one one- 
quarter miles. The French not only 
hold all the rest, but they have more 
than once been obliged to support 
both their allies with troops and 
artillery. As there is no lack of 
reserves in the French depots, it 
would at any time be quite possible 
for the French to take over tbe en- 
lire front. And there Is no reason 
to suppose that points held by the 
French are weaker than points held 
Dy the British and Belgians: quite 
the contrary. The story of how the 
British fought the whole German 
army at Mons went all around the 
world. But In truth the British did 
nothing of the sort. 1 have been at 
some pains to study that opening 
campaign.

For the first time In the history 
of the Catholic Educational Associa- 
tion the annual convention was he]d 
in the Northwest, in the city of Bt. 
Paul, Minn., the metropolitan see of 
Archbishop Ireland, who took per- 
sonal charge of the arrangements 
there. Catholic educators from all 
over the country were in attendance, 
and matters of Import to Catholic 
education received careful discus- 
sion. 

The delegates arrived in St. Paul 
as early as June 26, and the work 
of the convention was taken up 
Monday afternoon, with the meeting 
I of the Executive Board at the Hotel 
Bt. Paul. In the evening at 8 
1 o'clock there was a reception to the 
i members of all departments and 
sections In the hotel parlors, after 
which executive committees took 
the opportunity of meeting and con- 
cluding arrangements for the con- 
vention.

battle stretching from Muelhausen In 
Alsace to Mons In Belgium. The num- 
ber of French engaged must have 
approached one million. The British 
had considerably less than one hun- 
dred thousand. The Allies were 
fairly beaten. And the resistance 
offered by the British was no finer 
than that of certain French corps. 
There were French troops still fight- 
ing on the Sambre, outflanked and 
exhausted, after the British had be- 
gun to retreat. The rear guard stand 
of the British at Landrecles and Le 
Cateau was merely similar to the 
stand of the French at Guise, 
Blgny-l'Appaye, Novlon-Porolen and 
half a dozen other places. 

8peaklng of the retreat of the 
German Gen. Von Kluck from Paris 
the writer laughs at the claims of 
the British that they had saved 
Paris, and In the following tells of 
the number of troops engaged: 

The number of Germans engaged 
was about 1.600,000; of French, 
1,200,000, and of British less than 
60,000. At that time there were 
many French people who really 
believed that the British had 
"saved Paris." Partly because of 
the censor, partly because of 
the muddle Into which the 
mobilization had thrown the 
French press, and partly because of 
the extraordinary partisan activities 
of the correspondents with whom the 
British press flooded France, the 
facts were not known. The Parisian 
papers, having no news of their own, 
Innocently reprinted the bombastic 
dispatches of their London con- 
temporaries. The commonest British 
Tommy was cheered In the streets. 
There was nothing too good for him 
in the eyes of his French hosts. I 
saw a good deal of the British in 
those days. Tommy Atkins naively 
accepted this homage as his due. His 
commonest remark was, "I wish the 
French would buck up a bit." A visit 
to England in September apprised me 
that this feeling was also the prev- 
alent one there. It was felt that If 
the French had only done aB well as 
the British the Germans would al- 
ready have been' beaten. 

There are two particulars In which 
the British have been consistently 
weak. The first Is their officers. An 
officer is the brains, vitality and the 
will power of his men. The average 
British officer holds his rank not 
through special fitness, but through 
family connections! Meantime Eng- 
land's allies are getting just a little 
bit impatient. It Is comprehensible. 
At sea England has been Invaluable. 
On land England, Belgium and 
Bervla are on about the same tooting. 
But Belgium and Servla are small 
nations, both of them utterly ruined 
by the war. Britain is the world's 
greatest empire, on whose shores no 
Invader has yet set foot. A saying 
has come out of Russia: "England Is 
prepared to fight to the last drop of 
Russian blood!" It can not be de- 
nied that the French feel much the 
same way about It. The French are 
getting rather tired of the boasting 
of the London press. "The greatest 
battle In history" has been fought on 
the tiny British front Just a few 
times too often. They see their own 
lines going forward and the British 
standing still or going back. "Hill

RECEIVES SAD SUMMONS. 

The Rev. Fsther John H. Riley, 
of Shelbyvllle, was last Saturday 
summoned to his boyhood home In 
Pall River, Mass., by a telegram 
announcing the death of his father, 
Daniel Riley, aged eighty-two 
years, long a resident of that city. 
Father Riley's last Ea^^rn trip 
was on account of rhe^^snsnfeas and 
death of his venerably 
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educators there assembled and to all 
who take part In the noble work of 
Catholic education. His Excellency 
Most Rev. John Bonzano, the Apos- 
tolic Delegate, sent a message of 
encouragement to the assembled 
delegates. Tuesday afternoon was 
given over chiefly to department 
meetings. 

There was a general meeting, 
open to the public. In the assembly 
hall of the St. Paul Hotel on Tues- 
day evening, when Right Rev. Msgr. 
P. R. McDevItt, of Philadelphia, 
gave a thought-provoking address 
on "Education and the State." The 
discussion was by Bsv. J. A. 
Dunney, of Albany, N. Y. 

Wednesday was one of the busiest 
snd most Important days of the con- 
vention. All departments and sec- 
tions held meetings and papers o( 
vital interest and wide scope were 
read by prominent educators. Para- 
mount in interest was the paper at 
the general session Wednesday by 
Rev. Edwin V. O'Hara, of Portland, 
Ore., who had for his subject "Edu- 
cation and the Social Question." As 
Chairman of the Industrial Welfare 
Commission of the State of Oregon, 
Father O'Hara was eminently quali- 
fied to discuss this question In all 
Its bearings and he was heard with 
close attention by all present. Other 
papers that drew the close Interest 
of delegates were those In the 
Wednesday morning meeting of the 
college department. 

In the language and literature 
section the general topic Wednes- 
day morning was the writing of 
English. Two papers of more than 
usual Interest were read at the 
meeting of the local and visiting 
teachers and representatives of re- 
ligious communities. They were 
"The Present Condition of Catholic 
Secondary Education In the United 
States," by Very Rev. James A. 
Burns, C. S. C, President of Holy 
Cross College, Washington, D. C, 
and "A Taste for Reading, Its Culti- 
vation and Function In Character 
Development," by Rev. James J. 
Daly, S. J. Great Interest centered 
In the public mass meeting on 
Wednesday evening In the big St. 
Psul Auditorium. The hall was 
crowded to Its capacity, and the 
addresses were given marked atten- 
tion. 

Thursday witnessed the close of 
the convention and the departure of 

| delegates for their homes. The dif- 
ferent departments met mainly to 

| elect officers and adopt resolutions, 
though there were some papers 
read, notably In the parish school 
department, the seminary depart- 
ment and at the teachers' meeting. 

Rev. F. V. Corcoran, C. M., of 
Kenrlck Seminary, St. Louis, read a 
paper of special value at the Thurs- 
day morning meeting of the sem- 
inary department. Brother John 
Waldron and Rev. E: F. Oaresche, 
B. J., were the speakers at the con- 
cluding meeting of the local and 
visiting teachers. 

In point of attendance snd the 
value and weight of matters dis- 
cussed, the twelfth annual conven- 
tion was one of the most Important 
ever held. The delegates were most 
cordially received and entertained 
by the priests of the Twin Cities and 
left with a most favorable impres- 
sion of the big and thriving North 
western cities. ,

Says That Vote Would Soil 
Woman By Political 
Dust. 



Settles Once and For All His 
Position on Suffrage 



Endowed With a Sacred Influ- 
ence in Her Own Proper 
Sphere. 



STILL HOLDS THE SAME VIEWS 



Csrdinal Gibbons, in the hope of 
settling once and for all any ques- 
tion of his position on woman 
suffrage, has addressed an open 
letter to James R. Nugent, former 
City Counsel of New York and a 
O»raocratlc leader In New Jersey. In 
ihe Ok-rjiatgn now being waged in 
New Jersey, New York, Penn- 
sylvania and Mts^aehusetts, where 
the queston of woman suffrage will 
be voted on In the fall, mauy con- 
trary and divergent statements have 
appeared, all supposedly reflecting 
the attitude of Cardinal Gibbons. It 
has not been an unuBual sight to 
see the prelate's name used In one 
elty as a proponent of "votes for 
women" and In another city as op- 
posed to the question, and many 
newspapers also have quoted him 
erroneously in this manner. The 
Cardinal's letter to Mr. Nugent is 
ss follows: 

"I still hold the same views on 
woman suffrage, already so often 
expressed, that the ballot would 
drag woman from her domestic 
duties Into the arena of politics and 
rob her of much of her charm, 
goodness and true Influence. She is 
indeed a princess, but her God-given 
rule should He in domestic and 
gentle fields and ways. We all be- 
lieve that she has been so success- 
ful In her work there that we fear 
any change by the carrying of her 
government Into the political field." 

Supplementing his letter to Mr. 
Nugent, Cardinal Gibbons further 
says: 

"Equal rights do not Imply that 
both sexes should engage promiscu- 
ously In the same pursuits, but 
rather that each sex should dis- 
charge those duties which are 
sdapted to Its physical constitution 
snd are sanctioned by the canons of 
society. To some among the gentler 
•ex the words 'equal rights' have 
been. It Is feared, synonymous with 
'similar rghts.' 

"To debar women from certain 
pursuits is not to degrade her. To 
restrict her field of action to the 
gentler avocations of life Is not to 
fetter her aspirations after the 
higher and the better. It is, on the 
contrary, to secure to her not equal 
rights so-called, but those superem- 
Inent rights which can not fsil to 
endow her with a sacred influence 
in her own proper sphere; for, as 
soon as woman trenches on the do- 
main of man she must not be sur- 
prised to find that the reverence 
once accorded her has in part, or 
wholly, withdrawn and that she Is 
destined to be "Soiled by the dust of 
the political arena. 

"The Insistence on a right of 
participation in active political life 
is undoubtedly calculated to rob 
woman of all that Is amiable and 
gentle, tender and attractive; to rob 
her of her Innate grace of character 
snd give her nothing In return but 
masculine coldness and effrontery. 
Its advocates are habitually preach- 
ing about woman's rights and pre- 
rogatives and have not a word to 
say about her duties and responsi- 
bilities."

THE SON OF A CONVERT MOTHER

It is a matter of some surprise 
that those of our separated brethren 
who waste their time In reviling 
the church and denying her doc- 
trines can not see some significance 
in her wonderful growth, par- 
ticularly in old settled sections of 
the country where bigotry was al- 
most a creed and hostility to the 
church a duty. Take for instance 
the city of Worcester, Mass. Its 
town records say that In 1825 
there was not a Catholl: atrong Its 
inhabitants and that the first Cath- 
olics, who were Irish emigrants 
attracted to the place by the pros- 
pects of work on the construction of 
the iBlackstone canal, arrived in 
1826. 

What Is the condition of things 
Catholic there today and what Big 
niflcance has the contrast? There 
are probably not less than 50,000 
Catholics In the city of Worcester, 
for seventeen churches are required 
to accommodate them, and this 
week they will celebrate the eighty- 
first anniversary of the foundation 
of their first church, then called 
Christ church, now St. John's, and 
the man who laid the cornerstone 
was none other than tbe famous 
New England missionary, Father 
James Fitton, who performed the 
ceremony July 7. 1834. 

It was not only the first church 
in Worcester but It was also the 
first church within the limits of 
the present diocese of Sprlngtleld, 
■a in.'., i^gpaflh only established in 
1870 now boaste of a Catholic 
population of 330,000 ^inlstered to 
by over 300 priests i^^ycr 200 
churches. ** > ,». ■ 

Father Fitton. whose name and 
fame Illumines the pages of New 
England Catholic history, visited 
Worcester early in 1834, while pas- 
tor of Holy Trinity, Hartford, and 
after saying mass occasionally for a 
time In private houses, purchased 
the plot on which now stands St. 
John's church. It was with no 
little difficulty that he secured the 
property, for he had to buy It 
through the friendly offices of three 
Protestant gentlemen not of the 
Puritan stripe. They were Francis 
P. Blake and Harvey Pierce, who, 
perhaps for their kindly act, werj 
later granted the gift of the faith, 
and William Lincoln, whose brother 
was afterward Governor of the 
Mate. Three years later the little 
church was finished and occupied 
and Father Fitton soon became the 
resident pastor and remained in 
charge until 1483. Today In the six 
New England States seven Cathedral 
spires pierce the clouds and seven 
mltered prelates, Including a Car- 
dinal, hold spiritual sway where 
this humble priest once wandered 
saying mass and preaching to the 
scattered Catholics wherever he 
could find them. 

Father Fitton was born in Boston, 
the son of a convert mother, April 
10, 1806, and he was baptized the 
same day by Dr. Francis Matignon. 
He and William Tyler, afterward a 
convert and still later Hartford's 
first Bishop, were classfellows in a 
schcol In Cleremont, N. H., taught 
oy another noted New England con 
vert, Virgil Horace Barber. He 
learned his theology from the lips 
of Bishop Fenwlck, of 'Boston, and 
he and Father Wiley shared the 
honor of being tbe first priests or- 
dained toy iBIshop Fenwlck In Bos- 
ton, December 23, 1827. 

He then began a missionary 
career that lasted for a quarter of 
a century, having for his field of 
labor, as he says In his "Sketches 
the district lying between Boston 
and New York, with occasional 
visits to New Hampshire, Vermont 
and Rhode Islsnd. He traveled 
through the New England States as 
often on foot as In the vehicles of 
the day, carrying a valise In which 
were his vestments and the sacred 
vessels and other necessaries for the 
celebration of mass and the ad- 
ministration of the sacraments. To 
hten is due the credit of having 
celebrated the first mass in many 
of the towns and villages of New 
England, including among others 
•tonington. Waterbury, Norwich, 
Bridgeport, Norfolk. Mlddletown, 
Northfleld, Westerly, Plttsford, 
Chlcopee and Springfield. 

He succeeded Father Bernard 
0*Cavanagh In the pastorate of 
Hartford's first church, Holy 
Trinity, October 27, 1831, and re- 
mained there, at the ssme time min- 
istering to the Catholics of that 
psrt of Connecticut until April 18, 
183C, when he assumed the pastor- 
ate of Worcester, Mass. There In 
tils little seminary of Mount St. 
James he laid the foundation of 
what is now the largest Jesuit col- 
lege In the world. Holy Cross. This 
was in 1840, and two years later he 
deeded the property comprising 
sixty acres to Bishop FeuwUk, who 
In 1843 invited the Jesuits ... take 
charge with Father Thomas F. 
Mullady and his small staff. They 



arrived September 28, 1843, and on 
the following November 2 began the 
work of education which has since 
oorne such wonderful fruit. 

Bishop Fenwlck appointed Father 
Fitton pastor of the Church of the 
Most Holy Trinity, East Boston, In 
1855, and there under the same 
patronage as that of his first parish 
he celebrated his sacerdotal golden 
lirbllee In 1877 and there he died 
the death of a saint September 15. 
1881. 

GOOD MAN GONE. 



When tolling bells at midday on 
Monday announced the death of 
Police Commissioner John B. Mur- 
phy at his home a pall of gloom 
overspread Jeffersonvllle, where he 
Had spent a long and useful life. HTs 
death, though not unexpected, re- 
moves from St. Augustine's church 
one of its most exemplary parish- 
loners and the city loses a citizen of 
the very highest character. Cept. 
Murphy was born of Irish parents In 
Toledo sixty-three years ago, coming 
to Jeffersonvllle a young man and 
working up to the position of Gen- 
eral Yardmaster for the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad. Capt. Murphy was 
active in the councils of the Demo- 
cratic party and held political office 
several times, serving through 
three terms, from 1890 to 1900, as 
member of the City Council from the 
Fourth ward. In 1901 he was ap- 
pointed a member of the Board of 
Metropolitan Police Commissioners 
by Gov. Durbln. He was repeatedly 
reappointed, twice by Gov. Hanly, 
once by Gov. Marshall and later by 
Mayor James E. Burke and Mayor 
Ernest Rauth, when the appointing 
power was transferred from the 
Btate to the municipal chief execu- 
tive. He was President of the 
board at the time of his death. His 
life, lived as a true Catholic gentle- 
man, ever faithful to the teachings 
of his holy religion. Is worthy of 
emulation by all who had the good 
fortune to be numbered among his 
numerous friends. In parish work 
he always took an active interest 
and his kindly advice and counsel 
were sought and followed in all mat- 
ters connected with the upbuilding 
of the church and school. Besides 
his wife the following children sur- 
vive: Mrs. Frances Louise Kopp, 
wife of George C. Koop; John B.

July 4, 1830 — Cornerstone of the 
first college of Spring Hill laid 
by the Right Rev. Michael Portler, 
Rlshop of Mobile, Ala.; college 
opened for students following 
November.
